Tug “Ocean Eagle” 
First Voyage 


No ice patrols were carried out this year by the Ocean Kagle 
but on a voyage from Churchill to Chesterfield (July 14 to 16) 
field ice was encountered about fifty miles east of cape Eskimo 
and the edge of the pack was followed for thirty-five miles. During 
the return trip trom Chesterfield, from July 19 to 21, the ice pack 
was met one hundred and thirty miles and thirty degrees from 
Churchill, the edge of which was followed to a point sixty miles 
and seventeen degrees true from Churchill. 


Second Voyage 


The Ocean Eagle left Churchill July 30 to transport supplies 
to Hudson Strait wireless stations and encountered no ice in the 
bay. The first field ice seen was on August 8, on the shipping 
track in Hudson strait eighty miles west of Resolution, it being 
necessary to alter course to the southward to clear the pack and 
proceed to Resolution radio station. No field ice was met on the 
return trip through the strait and bay enroute to Churchill, being 
from August 19th to 26th.

FOX CHANNEL ICE 


Conditions between Nottingham and Digges island were exceptionally good 
during the season of 1938. The master of the M.S. Therese, however, reported 
seeing a large field of ice between Nottingham island and Leyson point, Southamp- 
ton island, while the vessel was en route from Repulse bay to Nottingham 
September 8-11. A few scattered pices of ice were seen eighteen miles north 
of Mansel island on September 28 from the N. B. McLean.

AIDS TO NAVIGATION 

Radio 

The five direction finding stations in Hudson Bay and strait were in operation 
throughout the whole year with the exception of cape Hopes Advance, which 
was in commission from September 27 to October 11 only. Radio stations at 
Churchill, Chesterfield and Resolution island were calibrated by the Ocean Eagle 
with good results and the Nottingham calibration was also checked by the same 
vessel. The station at cape Hopes Advance was calibrated by the N. B. McLean. 

The direction finding bearings furnished to ships by the five direction finding 
radio stations totalled 516. 

Detailed information regarding the radio stations is given on page 48. 


Hydrographic 

Particulars of the latest Hydrographic information pertaining to Hudson 
bay and strait will be found in pages 16 to 17, also a list of charts and other 
publications connected with navigation on the Hudson Bay Route, issued by the 
Hydrographic and Map Service, Department of Mines and Resources. 


Lights 
There are two watched and ten unwatched lights, a total of twelve, on the 
Hudson Bay Route, no new lights having been erected this year. A list of the 


lights is given on page 49. 


Fog Signals 
An explosive bomb fog signal is located at Resolution island light. The 


bomb is fired at intervals of ten minutes on request by ships approaching this 
vicinity. 


SHIPPING 


Three mercantile vessels traversed the Hudson Bay Route this season, 
these ships being berthed at port Churchill and cleared with cargoes of wheat. 
This compares with two ships entering port Churchill during the 1937 season. 

The 8.8. Daleby entered the Strait on September 21 and cleared the Strait 
outward bound October 2, the 8.8. Rudby entered on September 24, passing 
outward October 7, and the 8.8. Gullpool entered September 27, passing outward 

- October 13. 

Other ships to use the route were the Hudson’s Bay Company R.M.S. 
Nascopie, the Department of Transport icebreaker N.B. McLean and the 
National Harbours Board tug Ocean Eagle. 

Smaller vessels visiting these waters during the season of 1938 were the 
Roman Catholic Mission motor vessel Therese, the Ungava Trading Company 
motor vessel Bearcat and the schooner MacKenzie King. 

The N. B. McLean arrived off Resolution September 24, from whence she 
proceeded to cape Hopes Advance to land operators and supplies at this radio 
station. The first grain ship to arrive, the Rudby was escorted through the strait 
by the Ocean Eagle, the remaining ships being escorted by the McLean. 

There were no disasters or casualties of any nature reported during the year.

N. B. McLEAN, CAPTAIN W. J. BALCOM, MASTER, 
VOYAGE TO HUDSON STRAIT AND BAY, 1938 


EXTRACTS FROM Master’s Report 


GENERAL 


The C.GS. N. B. McLean sailed from Quebec at 5.55 a.m., September 18 
on her ninth annual voyage to Hudson strait. This was in the nature of an 
emergency voyage and as the ship was practically laid up when the orders were 
issued on September 13 much work was required to get her ready. She carried 
5,080 bags of bunker coal for the C.G.S. Ocean Eagle, operators and supplies for 
cape Hopes Advance radio station and lighthouse equipment. 


Fine weather was experienced and good speed maintained, ship arriving 
in Hudson strait at midnight, September 22. On September 24, SS. Rudby 
arrived at entrance of the strait. ‘The McLean met her off Resolution and con- 
voyed her to a position 50 miles north of cape Hopes Advance where we left her 
at 1.15 p.m. and proceeded to the radio station at cape Hopes Advance. On 
September 26 operators and supplies were landed at the radio station and radio 
engineer Risteen and carpenter Taverner of the McLean having been landed 
by the Ocean Eagle some days previous, the station was practically ready, so 
calibration was carried out and the station was on the air that evening, the 
McLean leaving for the western part of the strait. A heavy northwest gale 
was experienced that night, ship making good weather through it. 


Early next morning, September 27, the SS. Rudby reported he had met ice 
north of Mansel island, therefore, instead of bunkering the Ocean Eagle at 
Wakeham bay as intended we proceeded westward to the position where ice 
was reported. On arrival there only a small string and a few isolated pieces of 
old wasted ice were found and on September 28 proceeded to Mansel island and 
put the light in operation. This is a very important light along the route and 
with the prospects of ice around it becomes very necessary. 


From Mansel island we proceeded to investigate ice conditions to north- 
ward of Digges and westward of Nottingham island and on September 29 went 
from Digges island northwestward to a point 30 miles east of cape Pembroke, 
Coates island and thence to the radio station at Nottingham island, no ice nor 
any indication of ice being seen. We arrived at the anchorage off radio station 
at 6.00 p.m. and sent ashore some mail and packages brought from Quebec. 
We lay at anchor off Nottingham all night and left at daylight to meet the 
SS. Daleby. The Master of the Daleby having requested me to accompany him 
all night, I did so, the weather being thick with snow-squalls. I left him after 
daybreak and proceeded to Sugluk to give coal to Ocean Eagle which was anchored 
there. 

We arrived at Sugluk at 3.00 p.m. and the Ocean Eagle came alongside but 
later in the evening the wind increased to a gale and she was forced to leave 
and go to anchor. This gale continued all day Sunday, October 2, but on 
Monday the wind had died down and we continued bunkering, finishing Tuesday 
afternoon. The following morning, October 5, I sailed at 11.00 a.m. to meet the 
SS. Rudby, whom we accompanied almost to cape Hopes Advance. 


The SS. Rudby carried mail for us and as the sea was too rough to launch 
a boat it was placed in a water-tight drum, thrown overboard and picked up. 
We left her at 9.15 a.m. and proceeded to Wakeham bay for fresh water, arriving 
there the evening of October 6. All the next day we worked trying to get fresh 
water but our pumps broke down and we had to give it up, succeeding only in 
getting one and one-half boat loads. Early Saturday, conditions being favour- 
able at cape Hopes Advance, we proceeded there. 
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We returned to Wakeham bay that evening, arriving there at daybreak 
Sunday, October 9, and lay there until Tuesday, October 11, when we left to 
meet the SS. Cullpool, who was making poor progress under two boilers. We 
met this ship Tuesday afternoon and proceeded eastward with her. The sea 
being rough we waited until 1.00 a.m. the next morning when we launched a 
dory and took off mail. When fifty miles north of the radio station at cape 
Hopes Advance we parted company with the (ullpool and proceeded to the 
radio station. Orders having been received to close cape Hopes Advance station 
and proceed to Quebec, we took off personnel that night, closed the station 
and proceeded to Resolution island where we arrived at 8.30 a.m. Thursday, 
October 13. 

All ships being clear of the strait and all work completed, the McLean 
sailed for Quebec at 2.45 p.m. October 14. Strong southeast winds with rough 
sea was experienced for the first thirty hours, then weather improved and with- 
out further incident the ship arrived and docked at Quebec at noon, October 19. 


Icr CONDITIONS 


Ice conditions in Hudson bay and strait were the best in years. T[oxe 
channel ice did not make an appearance off Wolstenholme last fall until Novem- 
ber 10 and left this spring on June 20. Reports from the Ocean Hagle which 
left Churchill July 28 and crossed the bay to Nottingham arriving August 3, 
and then through the strait to Resolution arriving August 10, would indicate 
that the route was practically clear of any pan ice at that time and bergs in the 
eastern end of the straits were less numerous than in other years. 


The McLean arrived off the entrance to Hudson strait midnight September 22 
and on our various trips throughout the strait saw no pan ice except a small 
string, much wasted, and a few scattered pieces 18 miles north of Mansel island 
on September 28. This ice was sighted by the SS. Rudby and reported as con- 
siderable but on investigation was found to be as described. It was not Foxe 
channel ice but had probably come from north of Coates island where it has 
laid in some bay since the spring. 

The McLean investigated conditions northward to 60 miles 270 degrees 
from Nottingham radio station and saw no indications of ice from Foxe basin 
and no ice had been reported from Nottingham when the McLean left the straits 
on October 14; this station gives positive information of the approach of ice 
from the north. The history of this station shows that this ice is always sighted 
there before it gets down into the steamer route off Digges island. Remarkably 
few bergs were sighted in the strait this fall. 


SHIPPING 


Three large cargo ships with a gross tonnage of 14,356 tons passed inward 
and outward of Hudson strait this season. The ships in order of arrival were 
the 88. Daleby, Rudby and Cullpool. All were British ships of the Ropner Steam- 
ship Company and carried full cargoes of grain outward. The total number of 
bushels amounted to 916,913. 


Although these ships were all fitted with Brown’s gyro compasses they were 
given convoy service by either the McLean or the Ocean Eagle. Messages were 
received from the masters of these ships showing their appreciation of the services 
rendered. Other ships to visit Hudson strait this year were the SS. Nascopre, 
the R.C. Mission MV Therese, the schooner Mackenzie King and the MV Bearcat, 
all of which reported excellent weather and ice conditions.

EXTRACTS FROM Master’s Report 


GENERAL 


The M. F. Therese left Montreal on Saturday July 9 at 9.50 a.m. E.D.S.T. 
After an uneventful run Belle Isle was passed at 9.00 a.m. July 13. All bergs 
in the vicinity were plotted and course set to pass five miles from Round Hill 
island, thence to twenty miles off Bulldog rock. From there a course was set 
to Cape Chidley. Numerous bergs and growlers were passed and counted, 
most of the bergs being passed on the port side and close inshore. 


On July 15 at 4.00 p.m. field ice was sighted on the starboard side in Lat. 
58-28 N. Long. 61-25 W. This ice was seen to trend towards cape Chidley 
and reached as far as could be seen. Course was altered to pass around the 
westward end and from there the edge of the ice was followed until a point 
36 miles south of the Button islands was reached, where bergs and loose isolated 
pans only were met. 


At 1.20 a.m. July 16 dense fog set in which made navigation difficult and 
the only way ice could be avoided was by keeping the ship moving. On July 17 
an effort to take mail from Resolution island was made, which had to be aban- 
doned owing to fog and ice, ship continuing to Wakeham bay through fog and 
loose ice, arriving there July 19. 


During the crossing of Hudson strait from Resolution island to a point 
fifteen miles off cape Hopes Advance, thence to Wakeham bay, much ice was 
met, but owing to foggy weather no accurate information could be obtained. 
By following lanes of water the passage was made without difficulty or damage 
of any kind and I believe the passage could have been made by any type of 
ship without any trouble. 

Ship left Wakeham bay for Wolstenholm after discharging supplies, arriving 
July 21. Ivugivuk was visited July 21 for the purpose of establishing a new 
mission, and Nottingham was visited July 22, from whence ship sailed for Coral 
harbour, Southampton island, arriving there July 24. 

The M. F. Therese left Southampton July 24 for Chesterfield inlet, arriving 
there July 25. After visiting Baker lake, ship left Chesterfield inlet August 2 
for Eskimo point, arriving August 3. Churchill was reached August 5, where 
we remained until August 12. 

During the voyage to Churchill, the magnetic compass behaved very badly 
and was sometimes absolutely useless, compass errors being found to be as 
much as 49 degrees. 

IcE CONDITIONS 


During the return trip from Repulse bay to Ivugivuk, September 8 to 11, 
via Rose Welcome, the Therese steamed through forty miles of ice, which extended 
from Leyson point toward Nottingham island and reaching southward as far 
as could be seen with good visibility. This ice was coming from Foxe basin 
and was drifting southward with the wind and current. 


On the whole the season was exceptionally good, no storms or very bad 
weather being encountered, and the ice conditions in Hudson Bay and strait 
were the best in years.

The vessel is equipped with a patent towing winch furnished with both steel 
wire and manila towing hawsers, a powerful search light, two 7-ton derricks and 
two motor launches. 


She also carries a diver and complete diving apparatus and the following 
salvage gear :— 


1 Drake centrifugal pump, 10 inch. 
1 Smart Turner centrifugal pump, 8 inch. 
1 Duplex pump, 6 inch. 
These pumps are completely equipped with flexible suction and discharge 
pipes, foot valves, syphons, etc., and all necessary auxiliaries. 


One hundred and fifty feet of bronze flexible steam hose with connections, 
patching gear, shores, turnbuckles and all necessary tools are also provided. 


The vessel is provided with a gyro compass and a recording echo sounder and 
radiotelegraph and radiotelephone apparatus are installed. 


The N. B. McLean will be in Hudson Strait from the opening to the close of 
navigation each year and will maintain constant watch on 500 K/cs. (600 metres), 
call sign CGSN.
